The outfit is compost'd of 360 men and 
they are on their way back from Fort 
Malone, New Y’ork.

The trip as far as 
Harrisburg was 
made by railroad, two trains of twen­ 
ty three cars each b»ing 
required to 
transport the three 
batteries with 
men and horses. When the trains roll­ 
ed into the Capitol City it looked like 
the entrance of a 
small 
circus. 
On 
Monday 
night 
thby 
encamped 
at 
Wormleysburg, 
several 
miles 
this 
side of Harrisburg and Tuesday night 
they were near Y’ork Springs, leaving 
early this morning.’ 
Preceding ihe artillery

tail of eight Signal Corps men in one
